Neckbreaker 
Kills Policeman 


SANTA MONICA, CAL, Aug, 22 — Police 
motor officer William Davidson, 31, was 
killed by a neckbreaker in the parking 
lot of the Santa Monica courthouse while 
instructing a recruit in the operation of 
a 3-wheeled motorcycle used by parking 
enforcement officers. Davidson started 
out of the parking lot about 8:30 p,m. 
and failed to see the chain that had been 
drawn across the driveway, 

He was hurled from the machine, the 
chain catching him in the chest and slid- 
ing up under his chin. The driverless 
motorcycle continued across the street 
and smashed into a house, 

The Hollywood Citizen- News reported 
the death as a ‘‘freak accident,’’ but this 
is the fourth such tragedy to come to 
the attention of Cycle News within the 
past year, Every year four or five people 
in the west are killed by neckbreakers 
Similar to the one which got Officer 
Davidson, Throughout the U.S, such need- 
less tragedies probably number over a 
dozen annually, Countless riders are 
seriously injured, Experienced riders, 
novices, kids on minibikes all are equal- 
ly in danger as long as unmarked neck- 
breakers are allowed to exist, 

These senseless killings are usually 
listed as ‘‘traffic’’ accidents and reflect 
badly on the safety record of motor- 
cycles, Then the hue and cry is for more

the machine or rider were. at fault. In 
the case of neckbreakers and most car- 
motorcycle accidents, no amount of re- 
strictive laws, compulsory protection, 
etc. is going to have any effect on the 
death toll, except perhaps to worsen it 
through neglect of the real causes, 

Cycle News has said before, and we 
repeat: neckbreakers must be danger- 
marked, Invisible chains, wires, and 
cables stretched across a drive are 
nothing less than deathtraps. When will 
our lawmakers, who seem so eager to 
protect us from our own risks, wake up 
to the dangling threat of neckbreakers 
and pass a law to protect us from the 
unconsciousness or malice of others? 
How many more blameless citizens will 
have to die before someone realizes that 
the only thing ‘‘freak’’ about neckbreak- 
er killings is the way this manslaughter 
continues to be ignored.

We received a call today from Lt, Dan 
Sanchez of the Los Angeles Police De- 
partment, San Pedro division, Lt, San- 
chez shed some light on the riding situa- 
tion in the area across from the San 
Pedro Drive-In and north of the Harbor 
Freeway. 

The police department has letters 
from the land owner and from the City 
Attorney’s office asking the police to 
enforce trespass laws in the area in 
question, 

Lt, Sanchez told us he has received 
many complaints from residents about 
the noise and dust stirred up by motor- 
cyclists and that is the reason we 
(motorcyclists) were chased out several 
weeks back, He thanked us for the co- 
operation shown the officer who came out 
to do the chasing, He said the officer’s 
report stated most of the estimated 65 
motorcyclists were cooperative'and gave 
him no trouble, The officer called us 
some uncomplimentary names (which 
were not included in the report Lt. 
Sanchez saw) and got cooperation in spite 
of that, 

Lt. Sanchez says there has been little 
trouble since then. The Wednesday-night 
Nationals have shifted to another locale, 
apparently, and only an occasional rider 
is seen in the area, The Lieutenant says 
he is in complete sympathy with the 
motorcyclist’s cause, understands our 
problems, and asks that we understand 
his. “The Laws” are caught in the mid- 
dle, Homeowners in the area ask why the 
police don’t go out there and throw that 
noisy bunch of rowdies in jail, and we 
wonder why the fuzz comes out to roust 
us when we aren’t doing anything but 
having a good time. The law is the law 
and people have a right to not have dust 
settling on their lawns and cars.

QUESTION: 
Is a tax payer’s time valueless? Should 
you have to wait in line six hours to get 
your drivers license renewed? 
I lost my drivers license. Somewhere, | 
I took it out of my wallet and gave it toa 


store clerk when I wrote a check, The 
clerk forgot to give it back, and I forgot 
to ask for it. 
So, I took a day off work to go to the 
friendly local Motor Vehicle Department, 
Since my license was within a month of 
its renewal date, I decided to have it 
renewed, rather than to just apply for a 
duplicate, After waiting in line for about 
45 minutes to get to the first window, I 
was informed that since I couldn’t prove 
that I ever had a drivers license, I would -l 
have to take a driving test, Also, since 
I owned a motorbike, I would have to } 
take a driving test on it also, sa 
Seemed strange that they couldn't spd 
check to verify that I held a valid 
drivers license, I even had my drivers | 
license number from the back of one of | 
my cancelled checks. When a policeman | 
stops you on the road, he can checkyour 
license by radio in about 2 minutes, but 
apparently it’s impossible for the local 
DMV office to check by any means, | 
After paying $3 at the window, I was | 
given two written tests to take, The 36 | 
question test for car drivers was no | 
problem, particularly since I studied and | 
outlined the Motor Vehicle Code page by 
page when I was getting my credential to | 
teach driver education. But the motor- 
cycle test was something else. Ten 
questions, more than 2 wrong, you fail. 
Even though I have a better thanaverage | 
knowledge of the Vehicle Code, several | 
of the questions were based on obscure ¢ 
laws that I had never heard of, For ex- 
ample, **When parking at the curb, state 
law requires that at least one wheel or 
fender must be touching the curb.” How 
do you touch the curb with the fender of 
a motorcycle? When parking at right 
angles with the curb, why not leave the » 
bike a little out from the curb, so motor- 
ists can see the space is taken, and there 
won’t be a parade of drivers pulling part 
way in, then having to back out again? 
` Three of the questions were apparently 
based on opinion, not on the law. For 
example, ‘‘When following behind an 
automobile, you should keep a greater 
distance than you would if you were 
driving a car.” True, was the correct 
answer, but I can’tremember ever read- 
ing or hearing of a law that covers this 
one. How much greater? This question | 
is open to argument. Motorcycles can 
stop quicker than cars, so why should 
they have to follow more than the pre- 
scribed one car length for every 10 
mph? Particularly if you allow 6 car 
lengths at 60 mph on the freeway, three 
cars and a truck will immediately fill | 
in the space. | 
In short, the written Motorcycle Ex- 1 
amination impressed me as stupid, not 





based on the law, and written by someone 

who had never ridden a motorcycle, 

After waiting in line for an hour, I 

finally got to window #2 where my tests 
were corrected, and I was issued a tem- | 
porary license, Since it was too late in I 
the day to take my driving tests — there 

were dozens of cars lined up, and it was

proceeds from this first Ascot profes- 
sional motocross will go to help him and 
the other Americans with Europe’s 
championship caliber racing bills, 

The American team will all be back 
for the Inter-Am Motocross Series in 
October and November, and perhaps 
we'll have the satisfaction again of see- 
ing a fellow-countryman beat the world’s 
champions, as Bailey did last 4th of July. 
Who knows, if this keeps on, we may 
even breed an American World 
Champion,

So, in 1957 he 
designed and built what was to his know- 
ledge the first fiberglass racing fairing. 
In its first test under racing conditions, 
he won first place in a road race at San 
Gabriel, California on a Norton Manx 
in 1957, 

Sonny went to Europe in 1951 and 
stayed until 1953, He toured the continent 
riding some 10,000 miles on a Triumph 
and worked for a time in the Vincent 
factory. 

Upon his return to the States in 1953, 
he opened a motorcycle shop in National 
City and is still doing business at the 
same location, handling Norton, Ducati, 
Moto-Guzzi and Velocette motorcycles. 

He raced the first Yamaha at the Isle 
of Man in 1960, but the Yamaha of those 
days was a far cry from today’s sophis- 
ticated motorcycles and he was able to 
finish only three laps on the machine, 
Sonny likes to think that the difficulties

Sonny is married and the proud father 
of three daughters, His wife, Christine, 
helps out in the Cycle Shop, keeping the 
books when her household duties will 
permit, 

Sonny is so enthusiastic about the sport 
of motorcycling that it rubs off onanyone 
who talks with him, A good natured guy 
with a quick smile, he gets a dreamy 
look in his eye as he flips through his 
well-kept scrap book of photos, but when 
he snaps back to the present and begins 
discusssing the future, somehow, you 
feel that Sonny Angel is going to be mixed 
up in the motorcycle game for a long 
time yet.

yard handicap to take the win, 

Other winners included; Bill Whiteside 
250 Novice, Del Silva 200 Amateur Ex- 
pert, Fenn Pevier 200 Novice, Dennis 
Kniernan, 125 Novice, Bill Trumbull 100 
Novice, The 125 Amateur final was taken 
by Terry Henry, 1st years highpoint 100 
Novice, Henry has been unable to race 
practically all season due to a leg injury 
but made his return to the race track a 
winning one.

BONNEVILLE SALT FLATS, UTAH, 
Aug. 17 — 23, Unlike last year’s rained 
out event, ‘Speed Week ‘69 was a very 
big success and the salt was perfect, Not 
a drop of rain fell during the week-long 
event, Instead, the sun shined bright, 
pushing the temperature well over 100 
degrees. This didn’t seem to bother any- 
body. Lots of chap stick, tanning oil, a 
pair of sun glasses and a hat took care 
of most of the heat. 

This year’s speed trials was the 21st 
annual event and in all those years there 
was never as much motorcycle actionas 
there was this week, As a matter of fact, 
the bike entries surpassed the car 
entries, 

Joining the 200 mph club this year is 
Gary Richards and Don Vesco, Don has 
been in the club for some time now, but 
this is the first time he did it on two 
wheels. Don’s machine is a twin engine 
Yamaha, and displaces 696.7 cubic centi- 
meters. This machine is the first two- 
stroke to pass the 200 mph mark, 

Don was aiming for 250 mph (The ab- 
solute motorcycle record is 245), A de- 
lay in the arrival of his special land 
speed record tires held him back for a 
few days and forced him to settle for a 
214.026 mph. Don says next year he will 
be ready and hopes to do it then, 

Gary Richards rode the Richards and 
Holtan 750cc Triumph Streamliner to a 
record and fastest bike of the meet with 
a 221.742 mph. 

Richards’ power plant is a vertical 
twin, punched out and stroked to 750ccs, 
Gary said the machine handled beautiful, 
All that flawless workmanship and de- 
sign pays off, 

Of all the stock classes, the 750cc 
class was the most popular, There were 
a dozen or so bikes competing for sever- 
al records. Tim Durkee was the first to 
break the 125,108 mph record, Tim 
turned a 131,435 on Dick Moulders’ Nor- 
ton, Time and Dick were outnumbered by 
about 10 to 1, but their determination 
never gave out, They worked their speed 
up to 133 mph on their stock machine, 
but that still wasn’t quite enough, Joe 
Baker and Triumph of Detroit took the 
record with a 137,407 on a Triumph 
Trident, Baker and two of his buddies 
(Early and Lackey) took a total of eight 
records in the 750cc Division. 

Art and Joy Houston also took a fewin 
that division, They took five on their 
blown Triumph 3, Art’s greatest victory 
was the APS-AB-750 record in whcih he 
turned a 151.407 mph, 

Leo Payne broke the PS-A-3000 re- 
cord, Leo turned 2 196,512, smashing the 
old record by more than 40 mph. Leo 
was the third fastest bike on the sale this 
year, Leo went well over 200 mph ona 
trial run, but couldn’t quite get the bike 
to run that fast for a record, Leo’s bike 
is a stock framed Sportster, fitted with 
a fairing and runs on fuel, 

Gough and Clark had the fastest faired 
Triumph, Jeff Gough built the frame 
himself, Jeff says he built it for perfor- 
mance and not beauty. He proved his 
handiwork by turning a 169,331, A Tri- 
umph 3 cylinder powers this machine, 

Bert Munro was back on the saltagain 
this year, Bert makes the trip every 
year all the way from Invercargill, New 
Zealand, Bert, now 70 years old, holds 
the S-A 1000 record of 183.586. He set 
this record back in 1967 and is trying to 
raise it up a few miles per hour. Bert’s 
best speed this year was 181.26, Bert 
says that he will be back next year with 
his old Indian Streamliner and maybe 
then he will gain a few mph towards his 
goal of 200. 

Ron Grant broke 6 records on a 250 
and 500 Suzuki, Ron took the PS-C 500, 
PS-A-500 and 250, the 500 PS-C-250and 
the PS-A 250 Class, Charlie Cash took 
the A.C, 250 Class on a Suzuki, and 
Darrel Packard took the A.A, 50 on a 
Suzuki, making the Suzuki the top record 
breaking 2-stroke, Darrel also took the 
A-AG 50 record, 78 mph is pretty good 
for a 50cc machine, The old record 
stood at 63 mph, 

There were well over 100 various 
types of motorcycles entered this year 
and next year looks even more exciting. 

Will two strokes take over the Motor- 
cycle Land Speed Record? It has stood 
at 245 for the past 3 years, As always, 
next year’s Bonneville meet will be 
interesting to see develop.

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Ascot’s Best I

THE BEST RACE IN TWO YEARS!! 
That’s what the exhausted fans at Ascot 
were saying after the main event Fri- 
day night, it could well be as it had 
everything going for it to make it a 
Promoter’s dream, 

For the past five weeks it has been 
rookie Tom Rockwood and verteran Mel 
Lacher putting on shows that are hard to 
rival, Rockwood is the first year expert 
teenager who rides the BSA 500 while 
Lacher is the salty Pro on the H-D 750. 
Mel is also last year’s point champion 
and winner of more Ascot races in ‘68 
than any other rider, 

The showdown in the final built up this 
way. Lacher and Rockwood were one- 
two in time trials, each rider won his 
heat race, The first meeting came inthe 
Dash with Lacher beating Tom by less 
than three lengths. Lacher became the 
first rider this year to win the Dash 
three straight times. 

Lacher was again off to one of his near 
perfect starts in the final. Paul Conser- 
riere beat Rockwood to the turn for sec- 
ond and the race was on. Before Rock- 
wood and his Dick Kelm special could 
move into second, Lacher hada straight- 
away lead, It looked like a repeat from 
the week before. 

Someway and somehow, before too 
many people realized what happened Tom 
had cut the distance down toless than ten 
lengths, Then it was five, then two, and 
finally the two riders were running side 
by side, 

The final seven laps saw the Rookie 
and the Pro swapping the lead no less 
than eight times! It was always Lacher 
on the outside, Rockwood on the inside, 
Tom drove under Lacher for the last 
time on the South turn of the final lap 
with a super drive and Lacher finally 
appeared ready to settle for second, 

It was the second time in three weeks 
that Rockwood has defeated Lacher on 
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in a row— yet, Emde appears to be able 
and ready this Friday to change all of that. 

The smooth and surprisingly polished 
first year rider seldom misseda perfect 
run off the line and to the front. However, 
in the heat race he took a back seat to 
Edwards who appears to come up with the 
big one more often in the heat race than 
in the main event, Freddie topped Donin 
a close one but chased and lost in the 
final once again as Emde again closed the 
point gap. 

Two separate point races are tighter 
than a newly arrived Scotsman, Sea- 
bourne now holds a mere 35 points lead

Not to be overlooked was another duel 
going for third place back down the track 
between Shorty Seabourne and another 
rookie, Dave Smith, Each rider came 
into the final as come-from-behind Semi 
main event winners. Both started in the 
back row for the feature, At the finish 
line it was Seabourne the point leader by 
half a length over Smith, Ralph White 
rounded out the first five, 

The Novice class now has at least 
five riders that are capable of winning. 
Ted Longwith and Chuck Hart have come 
on to now give Don Emde, Freddie Ed- 
wards and John Hateley some company 
and it should be a crowd scene the rest 
of the season on the basis of the show 
turned in by the first year pros Friday, 

For the second time this year Emde 
has run his main event win streak tofour 
straight, No novice has ever won five 
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A study in styles. An H-D rider hooks the clay with his “shoe while nu 
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over Lacher in the expert class with 
Edwards in front of Emde by only 75 
points, Both class championships should 
be decided on the final night in October, 

For September and October Ascot will 
again have the returning locals whohave 
been on the National circuit, plus the 
many out of state riders who will be in 
the West for the three nationals in 
California during September,

They told us that the track which we will 
be riding August tenth will be all ‘‘whoop- 
de-doos’’ about one mile around, This 
meet will be the Eastern Centre Cham- 
pionships event. We are not pleased 
with the thought of going into London 
tomorrow as we got lost there the last 
time through! 


ONE GUINEA INSURANCE 

We stayed at the Little Waltham Inn 
and now, Tuesday morning, we are on 
our way into London to get our riding 
insurance, We arrived there and found 
our trip was for nothing as the Insurance 
Agent told us we could get insured at 
each meet for one guinea, Proud to say 
we didn’t get lost this time and arrived 
back at the factory by noon time, 

We picked up four new Greeves Grif- 
fons, two 250cc and two 380cc. They 
have the new 18 x 4,60 Dunlop rear tires 
and surely look like real motocross 
machines! 

Today, Wednesday, August 6th, we met 
John Pease about halfway out to the 
track where the Greeves factory runs 
carburetion and tire tests, We followed 
him out there and rode off and one for 
four hours, We found the track very fast 
with fourth gear sections, very long and 
some second and third gear sections. 
We liked the Griffons very much, Both 
bikes handle well — especially in the 
rough! The 380 has extremely good low 
and torque and the new metallic clutches 
are very positive. We also found the 4.60 
rear tires to our liking. They are ex- 
ceptionally good in the soft ground, My 
new boots were quite slippery on the 
pegs but as the pegs slope inward I 
managed to stay on, The Rivett’s leathers 
that I bought here have stretched a little 
and are now quite a comfortable fit, 
This will be our only opportunity to ride 
before the Championship races next 
Sunday.

Then we are to go to the factory to set 
the timing on our four machines and 
check them out using the miniature tim- 
ing light which my dad made up for me, 
It is powered by a mercury battery and 
is very compact, We will be racing Sun- 
day and will need good luck if wedo well 
as we are out of shape and haven’t gotten 
used to the new Griffons completely yet. 

On our way back to our quarters we 
saw å movie house showing *Mackennas 
Gold’’ and went in to see it, We have 
watched TV for about thirty minutes 
since we have been here, 

Today, August 7th, we took all our 
machines back to the Greeves factory 
and checked them, tuned them up a bit 
and left them there, Then we went again 
to a laundromat. We don’t get quite the 
same results as Mom at home but our 
clothes at least are much cleaner. We 
now have A,C.U, approved helmets and 
our local Eastern Centre licenses came 
today. They are marked ‘‘Junior’’, Guess 
we will start at the bottom, 

John Pease is the local champ here 
and is to ride in the next Six Day Trials, 
He recently placed sixth in an Interna- 
tional event, which was held near here. 
We are to race this Sunday at Bury, 
St. Edmons, 


FIRST ENGLISH RACE 

August 11— Yesterday we rode in our 
first races. They are much different than 
those we are accustomed to at home. 
The course was about one mile in length, 
all rough going with no chance to sit 
down, but rather standing on the pegsall 
the way around, The heat races were 
three and four laps with about forty five 
riders in each one, The first event was

for Experts and Juniors — Six Expertsin 
each of the three heats, I placed eighth in 
heat number three, Paul was fifteenth in 
heat number two after a bad start, Inthe 
final of the first eventI placed fourteenth 
after a bad start. This was twenty min- 
utes plus two loops, Since we were late 
with our entries we couldn’t ride event 
number two, Event number three was for 
machines of 498 to 750cc so we couldn't 
ride it either. 

Event number four was for Juniors 
riding up to 1,000cc machines with about 
forty five riders per heat, four heats, 
Paul and I both drew the third heat which 
I won and in which Paul was eighth, In the 
final of the race Paul was running in 
eighth place and going strong until he 
turned his 380 on coming out of a tight 
corner, It jumped right out from under 
him, but he got right back on and placed 
sixteenth, I finished fourteenth. 

Event number five was for all comers 
up to 1,000cc, five heat races, forty

Today, August 12th we spent getting our 
machines cleaned up and tuned after our 
races Sunday. John Pease and Chris 
Goodfellow were working on Vic Allen 
and Arthus Browning’s factory works 
machines most of the day. It was very 
interesting to see these two riders and 
their machines, 

Tomorrow night we plan to attend the 
Cinema and see ‘‘The Love Bug.” This 
will help pass the time away. Wehaven’t 
watched much TV. Over here there are 
not quite as many channels as we are 
used to, 

Thursday, August 14th — Today Mr, 
Cobb of the Greeves factory told us that 
we could go to Halstead for a day’s prac- 
tice at the track there, The factory very 
generously pays for our use of the track, 


FIFTH OR BETTER 

Also Mr, Cobb said' that if either of 
us place fifth or better in any final event 
they will pay for another day at the track, 
We need this practice as the competition 
over here is strong, We practice from 
ten thirty until we are tired with a break 
for lunch and back for several hours in 
the afternoon. We are supposed to ride in 
a meet at Ramsden Heath this next Sun- 
day, August seventeenth, but as our 
entries were late we may only be able 
to ride in one event, 

August 15th — We practiced today at 
the track, It is located at a place called 
Wakes Colne about two miles east of 
Braintree, The course was very muddy 
when we arrived which made us happy as 
we need this kind of riding practice. We 
stopped for lunch and at twelve thirty it 
started raining. We rode in the rain until 
about three thirty. Paul does real well 
in the mud, Next week we will let you 
know the results of next Sunday’s races, 
Hopefully, we will do better! 
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DAYTON, NEVADA, Aug, 17 — Water, 
water everywhere and all of itfilled with 
drowned motorcycles and soaked riders. 

The Nevada Trailblazers M.C, of Reno, 
Nev, showed 150 riders just how wet a 
motocross can be, There were two water 
crossings each of them two feet deep and 
about thirty feet across, If you didn’t 
prepare for water you were definitely in 
trboule, However, the flyers sent out 
clearly stated “prepare for water”, The 
rest of the course consisted of bottom- 
less sand and tight turns. 

Twenty-two 100s hit the water at al- 
most the same time, Nine of them made

The 250 Novices were somewhat ner- 
vous about the start, They started about 
twelve bikes per row, four rows deep, 
The starting area was too narrow to start 
them all abreast, The sponsoring club 
assigned starting position by when a rid- 
er signed up and then rotated them each 
moto, The speciators couldn't believe 
fifty motoreyeles in the first water haz- 
ard at one time!

For those who have shown interest in 
the little 125cc Dalesman scrambler I 
have some further impressions, The bike 
is now assembled and has been ridden... 
albeit tentatively, 

The kit goes together well, It has to — 
there are no instructions! There is noth- 
ing tricky at all, only the fork crowns 
cause any headscratching and that’s only 
because they are an unusalarrangement, 
A long thin bolt holds the top and bottom 
together, the strength comes from the 
erowns themselves extending into the 
center of the top and bottom bearings 
which rely on the frame for strength — 
very clever actually. 

The engine drops in, four bolts, Fork 
tubes slide in, Seat and tank, rear shocks 
no sweat, External coil goes on its own 
mounting and the blue wire connects to 
the other blue wire, Rear wheel is a QD 
bit that leaves the sprocket and chain on 
when removing the back wheel, All con- 
trols and cables go in their usual places 
except there is no kill button — and an 
engine that idles this smoothly should 
have one. 

Riding the Dalesman is an experience, 
It feels high and narrow like an old Par- 
illa, and for this reason it responds 
nicely to body english which makes a 
standing position very natural and de- 
sirable, Besides standing on jumps and 
rough terrain one can corner well while 
standing and using full power, This high 
feel obviously comes from the high en- 
gine placement and the big wheels, it’s 
over 12” to the bottom part of the frame, 

The only thing lower is the exhaust

LOS ANGELES, CAL, August 30, 1969 —

In his fifth heat race, 
Rick Woods was running away with it 
with Mike Bast in second and as Rick 
came out of the corner for the finish line, 
he suddenly got traction with the rear 
wheel that he hadn”t expected and the ma- 
chine did a wheelie right to within four 
feet of the finish line. It pitched over 
backwards dropping Woods to the ground 
just a few feet short of victory. Paul 
Conserriere added spice to the program 
with his front straightaway spill that had 
him doing somersaults along the track 
to avoid being struck by the other riders, 

The Trophy Dash was another Rick 
Woods-Steve Bast duel, Steve took the 
lead right away. Rickreally poured on the 
steam trying to catch Steve, but Basthad 
built up too much lead and took the check- 
ered flag well ahead of Rick,

Bass and Bickerstaff 
wheeled high on turn four letting both 
Foreman-Kirby and Kenyon-Krill take 
the lead. Kenyon-Krill went on to first 
place among the big hacks while Bass- 
Bickerstaff took the small hack honors, 

In the Open Novice Tom Kennedy 
powered his Triumph out for the lead and 
as each lap progressed extended his lead 
to the end. John Borden, also Triumph 
mounted, fought off John Adams, Bultaco 
rider, for a well earned second position, 

The pipes were hot and the boys were 
jumping in the Open Expert go. A new 
rider on the scene really dusted the boys 
off, Jay Cater riding a C-Z came from 
the middle of the group to move to the 
front of the class all the way to the fin- 
ish, Dennis Dickerson was having prob- 
lems keeping his Triumph under him, 
Several times the bike slid beneath him 
and threatened to dump him, but Dennis 
held on and moved into second place at 
the finish,

In Fes a small boy ran up and said in 
good English that he would guide me, 
“Small guide, small price, only three 
Dh’’, He then offered to get on the bike 
and show me the town, I told him this was 
a good idea and I would only charge him 
three Dh for the bike ride. He took me 
all over town, sometimes in a big circle 
to get in the most riding he could, After 
several hours he left and did ask for a 
little money, I gave him a dime and he 
was happy. This may sound cheap but I 
was living on about 5 Dh ($1) a day and 
it was a regular expense, 

It’s funny but traveling like this you 
really get down and count pennies, 


CARTONS OF CAMELS 


One thing you have to see is the once 
a week market day in a small town, In 
the south they have everything from 
camels on down for sale but the one I 
saw started with horses, There’s lots of 
livestock but also everything else you 
could think of all either under tents or 
just set up out in the sun, Singers and 
storytellers entertain. Lots of restaur- 
ants are set up under tents where the 
people can sit on rugs, drink mint tea and 
eat lucnh, These markets are easy to 
find, you just follow the Arabs, The roads 
are full of people for miles heading for 
the market, 

I wanted to see some part of Morocco 
that had not been changed too much by 
the tourists so I headed for the south 
central area at the edge of the Sahara 
Desert. I left Marrakech (probably the 
best big city in the country) and headed 
south, planning to take a side trip to two 
canyons on the edge of the desert, I 
crossed the Atlas Mountains over a high 
winding road. The country changed rapid- 
ly from wet todry and 1 was in the desert. 
I spent that night in a sports hostel in the 
town of Ouarzazate near the first canyon, 
They have a camping spot there but it 
charged more than the hostel. Lots of 
signs to the camping spot but only one 
little one to the hostel so you have to 
watch for things like that. This town was 
one of the first I got to where the old 
section was of mud, It’s rammed earth 
which is just packed mud and rocks then 
plastered over with smooth mud, There 
is often some sort of design carved in 
the mud to give it a little class, These 
things are big though, parts are built 
fort-like and at least four stories high, 
That's a lot of mud, 

The gorges of the Dades and Todgha 
had been mentioned in the tourist litera- 
ture as being very wild and beautiful, On 
the map (by Michelin 17 and very good) 
the roads up both canyons were marked 
as fairly good dirt ones. They were con- 
nected by a road across the upper ends 
of them, so I planned to make a big circle 
and see them both, For the first few 
miles there seemed tobe quiteafewcars 
but soon the road crossed a river that 
stopped 90% of the traffic. It was afunny 
ford, a sort of wide dam built out of 
large rocks, There was a crowd of little 
boys waiting to push any cars that got 
stuck, With the amount and size of the 
holes in that rock wall Pm sure those 
kids came out at night and mde the holes, 
I got across ok but that big fishtail Velo 
muffler was making like a fish, 

The canyon du Dades which I was in 
was really great, At times the road was 
right along the river with rock walls 15 
feet apart and going up ten stories above 
you, Other places the road would climb 
up the sides of the gorge and at places 
the area looked like a half size grand 
canyon, It got to be that the only traffic 
was bicycles and donkeys, After coming 
35 miles up this canyon the road forked 
at a village, and no matter how much I 
pointed at the road on the map everybody 
said no way through, Good thing it was a 
scenic trip because it got a lot like work 
horsing that big bike through the rocks 
and ruts of the same road a second time. 


I slept across from the army head- 
quarters in the town of Tineghir; the 
ground was like concrete but it was either 
there or an expensive hotel, Only worry 
was it seemed everybody in the town let 
their dog out that night because the 
whole area was full of them barking and 
chasing each other, The towns in this 
part of the country are all built along 
rivers. They were narrow therefore and 
seemed to stretch for miles, with lots of 
palm trees, It all made a pretty picture 
with the big mud ‘‘apartment’’ building 


and the green trees seeming to choke up 


the narrow river valley for as faras you 
could see. 
The town of Erfout was my destination

for the day, it was described in the tour- 
ist brochure as being a real desert town 
and the end of the paved road tothe south 
Of the two ways to get there, the long 
paved road or a short dirt one, I chose 
the short way hoping it wouldn’t be like 
the previous day and force me into re- 
tracing my steps, It didn’t start out too 
well, just a small sign and some wheel 
tracks out across the hills. 

This area would be very familiar to 
the desert riders as it looks a lot like 
the Mojave. By the time I made the first 
small village the road had joined others 
and was bigger and better but there was 
no sign as to which of the several roads 
leading out was the right one, I stopped 
to ask questions and the old Arab hos- 
pitality sure showed up, They did lots of 
pointing at the map and gave me the 
directions to the proper road. Then 
questions as to who I was and whatI was 
doing, a little English and French and 
lots of sign language. Next they asked me 
in to where they worked for a glass of 
tea, After that they explained that one of 
them was leaving for the next town on his 
moped and would show me the way, after 
much handshaking, off I went, complete 
with guide, across the desert,

That moped rider would make a good 
desert racer, he could really move out 
on the rocky trail we were following. 
There was a big road construction pro- 
ject going on which will be nice: when 
done, Must have been several hundred 
men working on it and I didn’t see a 
piece of motorized equipment anywhere, 
all pick, shovel and wheelbarrow. I 
caused a real work stoppage as everyone 
had to stop and watch the motorcycle go 
by and then talk about it for a few min- 
utes, We made the next village with no 
trouble but things changed from there, 
Smack in front of me was this great wide 
sandwash on the side of town with a few 
wheel tracks leading out into it, Every- 
one assured me that the road was on the 
other side and was ‘‘perfect’’ from there 
on into Erfout. 

Being more inquisitive then smart I put 
it in low and went at it, I know that's the 
wrong way to ride in the Sand but with 
clip-on bars you use a special low gear 
crawl with the feet out real wide. Those 


trail bike riders who think their races 
are too easy should try one lap with low 
bars, They will know they have put in a 
hard day after that. A couple of hundred 
yards of wrestling that Velo through the 
sand was plenty for me. 

MANY CARTONS OF CAMELS 

The road really was there and was 
fairly good for a ways, All of a sudden it 
became real clear that this just wasn’t 
the California desert, the place was full 
of camels. You just don’t see too many 
of them in the Mojave. At first they were 
all around in the distance, must have been 
a hundred or more, then I rode right in 
to a herd of the things. They didn’t look 
too friendly but I just had to get off and 
take a picture of a camel by the bike, 
Shortly after that the road was drifted 
over by a huge sand dune, It was sort of 
funny as the road surface looks like hard 
mud and it just ran right into this great 
big pile of sand, no tracks up over it or 
off to the side, I backtracked a little and 
found where a little track did go around 
and between some dune and it was only 
covered by small piles of sand, There 
was an Arab standing ona lowhill watch- 
ing me, so I figured if I got stuck I could 
always get him and one of his camels to 
pull me out, 

I had no trouble there after all and 
from then on.it was easy going. Toend a 
good day in the Sahara desert I went for 
a swim in a rather big river, it’s really 
a great way to live. 

After doing a little more than one 
hundred miles on dirt roads I think the 
next time I come down here I would have 
a good trail bike, that Velo may be racy 
looking but it is no dirt machine, It did 
attract attention though, sometimes un- 
wanted, I entertained a great crowd of 
Arabs one day when in a very rare mo- 
ment the bike wouldn’t start, Everybody 
gathered around to watch the show, After 
about a hundred or so kicks it did start 
and I received a fine hand and a cheer, 
no encores though, If someone would just 
bring over his full dress Harley he could 
really drive the Arabs wild. 

There are all sorts of way to enjoy 
Morocco and this was just one of the 
many. Any way you go, from staying in 
the big hotels down to camping out every 
night, I think you will enjoy this country 
as long as you do it by bike, 


How Far Can You Get Away From It All? 





Have you ever talked about far away 
places during your coffee break? Ever 
give that pretty girl who works with you 
the eye and wish the two of you were in 
South America? 

Something like that happened in a 
Seattle, Wash. office in March of this 
year, Gary Breasau and Lucille Morris 
worked in a shipping office and often went 
to lunch together. They were looking at 
a travel book one day and commented on 
the beautiful scenery in South America, 

«Why don't we go?” Lucille asked, 
Gary wasted no time agreeing, 

Passports and shots had to be taken 
care of and preparations in general took 
several months, They quit their jobs and 
headed south from rainy Seattle, 

Nine dollars in gas money brought 
their two Honda 90’s the 1600 miles to 


Los Angeles after many weeks on the 
road, Lucille says they averaged about 
150 miles a day and were able to cruise 
from 40 to 45 m.p.h.

Sammy Tanner hopes to conquer a 
different type of motorcycle racing, as 
he prepares for this Saturday’s 

Class A speedway motor- 
cycle racing championships at the Los 
Angeles Sports Arena, 

Tanner, at 30 acknowledged to be the 
all time King of flat track racing, believes 
he is just another rider in the demanding 
sport of short track speedway riding. 

He has won nearly 400 flat track main 
events, many of them on the half-mile 
dirt track at Ascot Park, where Tanner 
is the most popular rider ever toappear. 
His record in speedway racing, however, 
is another story, 

«I spend more time on the ground than 
I do up on the bike,” Tanner said, 
describing his style somewhat faceti- 
ously, “This is the most ‘fun’ racing 
there is, for the riders and for the fans, 
but I just haven’t got the hang of it yet.’’ 

Tanner proved he has his better mo- 
ments on the speedway by winning a main 
event at Whiteman Stadium, Pacoima, 
earlier this month. He ran away from 
the field, It was his first main event 
victory in almost two seasons of Class 
A speedway riding. 

A top competitor describes Tanner’s 
style this way: 

“He rides the outside groove, like he 
does in flat track racing. When the out- 
side groove is fast, you can’t beat him, 
but he doesn’t seem to have the inside 
groove mastered yet, Most of the restof 
the guys like the inside better,’’ 

Can Tanner live up to his billing as 
motorcycle racing’s winningest rider on 
the extremely tight course laid out in 
hard packed dirt on the Sports Arena 
floor? He’ll face 15 of the nation’s best 
in three nights of hard, fast action, 

Following Saturday’s opener, there 
will be indoor Class A races Sunday, 
Sept. 7, and Saturday, Sept, 13, to de- 
clare an overall California speedway 
racing champion fcr 1969,
